Step Afrika 
to perform 
at McCain 
tonight

Step Afrika, a dance com- 
pany based out of Washing- 
ton, D.C., will perform at 7 
p.m. Monday at McCain Au- 
ditorium. 

The group specializes in 
"step," a form of dancing that 
originated with and is often 
performed by members of his- 
torically black fraternities and 
sororities in America. 

In stepping, dancers use 
footsteps, hand-claps, and 
spoken word to fuse music 
and dance into a lively, com- 
plex performance. 

Step Afrika founder Brian 
Williams was a member of Al- 
pha Phi Alpha Inc., a histor- 
ically black fraternity found- 
ed in 1906, while he attended 
Howard University. 

"[Step is] a highly per- 
cussive, energetic dance style 
that uses the hands, the feet, 
the body and the voice as an 
instrument," Williams said. 

While working in South 
Africa, Williams observed 
a dance performed by local 
mine workers, called the gum- 
boot dance. Seeing that it was 
similar to the stepping he had 
learned in America, Williams 
collaborated with the South 
African dancers to institute 
the Step Afrika International 
Cultural Festival in 1994. 

"Our original idea was to 
link cultures together through 
dance," Williams said. "We 
created a project together and 
worked day and night to make 
it happen." 

Step Afrika is an Amer- 
ican offshoot of the program 
and was established by Wil- 
liams in 1996. 

The Union Program 
Council helped bring Step Af- 
rika! to K- State. The dance 
group's visit comes as part 
of an annual national tour of 
colleges and universities, Wil- 
liams said.

On Saturday morning, while many 
K-state students were sleeping in and en- 
joying the weekend, 65 brave souls took 
the "Polar Plunge" and jumped into the 
39-degree water of Tuttle Creek Pond. 

The Polar Plunge is a charity event 
put on by the Kansas Law Enforcement 
Torch Run to raise money for Special 
Olympics of Kansas. Registration began 
at 10:30 a.m. and shortly after noon indi- 
viduals and teams were jumping into the 
water. 

"This function goes to supporting 
the students that go to the Special Olym- 
pics; we supply money, food and stuff like 
that," said Judy Roland, a member of the 
volunteer board for the Special Olympics 
in Manhattan. "It's not near as cold this 
year; we've had to break the ice before." 

K-State students Byron Yeagar, Coty 



Woodside, Dan Minihan, Lucy Johnson 
and Meghan Minihan formed team "Stu- 
pid Cupid." The five were dressed as cu- 
pids; Johnson and Meghan Minihan wore 
shorts, tank tops and wings, while Wood- 
side, Dan Minihan, and Yeagar wore just 
shorts and sashes. 

"I heard about it on the radio and 
thought it would be fun. Then I talked 
these guys into it," said Meghan Mini- 
han, junior in secondary education and 
the team's organizer. 

Individuals and teams lined the wa- 
terfront awaiting word to enter the frigid 
water. Some participants chose to wear 
a typical bathing suit, while others took 
a less understated approach. A Marion, 
Kan., native, Brian Freed, dressed as a 
yellow banana. 

"I'm nervous," Freed admitted, as 
he looked toward the water. Freed was a 
first time participant in the Polar Plunge. 

As the participants entered the wa- 



ter, shrieks, cheers and loud splashing 
dominated the air. Contrary to the term 
"plunge," the participants had to vol- 
untarily run into the water and wade 
through the chilly waters to get deep 
enough to be submerged. Standing along 
the beach were friends, family and even 
members of the Kansas Special Olympics 
team cheering them on. 

As the shaky participants exited the 
water, cheers for Wille the Wildcat to 
take the plunge spread through the en- 
tire crowd. Willie took his shoes and In- 
state socks off before entering the water 
to his knees to show his support. While 
standing in the frigid waters, Willie led 
the crowd in chanting "K-S-U" while act- 
ing the letters out with his body. 

Cheers and loud applause followed 
as Willie exited the water and

World-famous prodigy receives standing ovation

With a single stroke of a pi- 
ano key, Conrad Tao, a world-re- 
nowned pianist, composer and vi- 
olinist, mesmerized his audience at 
McCain Auditorium. 

He led the captivated minds 
of those who attended his solo pi- 
ano concert on Saturday through 
a whirlwind of sentiments, ranging 
from sadness and despair to exhil- 
aration and joy. 

For almost two hours, the au- 
dience's emotion was at the whim 
of his fingertips, which flawlessly 
danced on the piano keys even to 
the most vicious tempos. 

Tao is only 14. Combined with 
the level of mastery he demonstrat- 
ed, his age rendered an almost sur- 
real character to his performance. 
His technique was impeccable, his 
energy contagious and his emo- 
tion genuine. 

"I just love performing, and I 
love the energy that comes with it," 
Tao said. 

Saturday's program at McCa- 
in included a wide variety of musi- 
cal pieces. 

Tao performed such classics 
as Beethoven's Sonata No. 23. Op. 
57 in F minor, "Appasionata" and 
Chopin's "Andante Spianato and 



Grande Polonaise Brillante." 

Of varying emotional inten- 
sity, the works Tao played were 
equally enthralling and unique. 

The performance was briefly 
interrupted when Tao's piano stool 
tilted, causing him to stop playing. 

However, Tao recovered swift- 
ly, continuing to lead his audience 
through the world of music. 

"I try to put my interpretation 
into everything I play," Tao said. "I 
do always try to bring something 
new, my way of playing and my in- 
terpretation." 

Tao also treated his audience 
to one of his own compositions, 
"Fantasy-Sonata" for solo pia- 
no. Equally fascinated by Ameri- 
can jazz and French impression- 
ism, Tao said he finds inspiration 
in many places. 

"Compositionally, I draw from 
a wide variety of things," he said. 

Being a world-famous pianist, 
composer and violinist requires 
hard work. 

However, Tao said he enjoys 
it greatly. 

"I love it," he said. "It comes 
really naturally." 

Tao said he practices the pia- 
no at least four hours a day and

MCCARTHY CALLS OUT 
COMMUNISTS 

Joseph Raymond McCarthy, a 
relatively obscure Republican senator 
from Wisconsin, announces during a 
speech in Wheeling, W. Va., that he has 
in his hand a list of 205 communists who 
have infiltrated the U.S. State Depart- 
ment. The unsubstantiated declaration, 
which was little more than a publicity 
stunt, suddenly thrust Senator McCarthy 
into the national spotlight. 

Asked to reveal the names on the 
list, the reckless and opportunistic sena- 
tor named officials he determined guilty 
by association, such as Owen Lattimore, 
an expert on Chinese culture and affairs 
who had advised the State Department. 
McCarthy described Lattimore as the"top 
Russian spy" in America. 



COORS BREWERY HEIR IS 
KIDNAPPED 

Adolph Coors disappears while 
driving to work from his Morrison, Colo- 
rado, home. The grandson of the Coors' 
founder and chairman of the Golden, 
Colo., brewery was kidnapped and held 
for ransom before being shot to death. 
Surrounding evidence launched one of 
the FBI's largest manhunts: the search for 
JoeCorbett. 

Corbett, a Fulbright scholar at 
the University of Oregon, was headed 
to medical school when, in 1951, he 
got into an altercation with an Air Force 
sergeant. During the fight, he shot the 
man and ended up pleading guilty to 
second-degree murder. He was sent 
to San Quentin Prison for several years 
before being transferred to a minimum- 
security facility, where he easily escaped 
and began living under an alias, Walter 
Osborne.

FOR ALL-STAR GAME 

After retiring from the Los Ange- 
les Lakers, Magic Johnson returns to play 
in the 42nd NBA All-Star game, where 
the crowd greeted him with a standing 
ovation.

The "Science and Engi- 
neering Jam with the Arts" 
event Saturday on campus 
was sponsored by the K-State 
Girls Researching Our World, 
or GROW program. 

The event was a way to 
introduce middle-school-aged 
girls to science, technology, 
engineering and mathematical 
fields. 

Bre Stout, sophomore in 
biological and agricultural en- 
gineering, said the event was 
created to get girls interest- 
ed in science by correlating it 
with things they are already 
familiar with such as art, mu- 
sic and dance. 

Girls were divided into 
small groups by age and at- 
tended different sessions 
throughout the day with a In- 



state student chaperone. The 
sessions involved hands-on 
activities incorporating differ- 
ent fields of study such as elec- 
trical engineering, biochemis- 
try, food science, kinesiology, 
physics and math. 

Some of the sessions in- 
cluded taking apart speak- 
ers and headphones and see- 
ing how they work, extracting 
DNA from strawberries, learn- 
ing the science of movement 
through dance and designing 
a room with acoustics. 

Colgan Powell, eighth- 
grader from Herington, Kan., 
said she attended the event 
because she wanted to see 
how engineering affected the 
arts. She said her favorite ses- 
sion was "Groove-ology." 

"I liked dancing and 
learning different movements 
that can be made with dance," 
Powell said. 



Helen Simmons, eighth- 
grader from Manhattan, said 
she has been attending the 
GROW events since sixth 
grade and has liked going to 
them. 

Women in Engineering 
and Science outreach coordi- 
nator Susan Arnold Christian, 
said the event also showed 
girls how they can merge their 
passions in art, dance or mu- 
sic with science, technology, 
engineering and math fields. 
She said the fields really com- 
pliment each other in many 
ways. 

"Many girls tell us, 'I re- 
ally like my science and math 
classes but I don't want to give 
up my music or dance or art,'" 
Christian said. "We wanted to 
show them that it's not about 
one or the other." 

This has been the third 
year GROW has sponsored 



the "Science and Engineering 
Jam with the Arts." Christian 
said depending on the date, 
the event typically gets about 
50-80 girls from all over Kan- 
sas. 

Sam Marin, junior in in- 
dustrial engineering, said she 
had a lot of fun working with 
the girls and introducing them 
to engineering, and it has be- 
come a passion of hers. 

"My favorite part is know- 
ing I'm making a difference in 
the girls' lives," Marin said. 
"I like being that support for 
them." 

Lindsey Walker, junior 
in nuclear engineering, said 
she has been involved with 
GROW for three years. 

"I like the actual activi- 
ties, and it's a good time," she 
said. "It's great to encourage 
math and science, but I think 
it's just fun."

Mentoring a child benefits both parties

One of the case studies I examined 
during a recent teacher licensure test dis- 
cussed a student who had been assigned to 
analyze the four types of parenting styles 
by interviewing adult role models. But the 
student had nothing to turn in on the day 
the assignment was due. While teachers 
could brush this off as laziness or unwill- 
ingness to participate, the student's reason- 
ing ran much deeper. In fact, the student 
did not have adult role models in his life 
that he could interview to complete the as- 
signment. This student is not alone. 

MENTOR/National Mentoring Part- 
nership reports that 14.6 million young 
people make up the "mentoring gap" in 
the United States - young people catego- 
rized by low, moderate and high risk be- 
haviors who need mentors. This represents 
approximately 50 percent of all young peo- 
ple in the U.S. In other words, half our na- 
tion's young people need a mentoring rela- 
tionship but do not have one. 

Many may ask how mentoring is a vi- 
able solution for some of the tough chal- 
lenges young people across the nation face 
today. On its Web site, MENTOR discusses 
a recent research brief published by Child 
Trends which found that "in terms of ed- 
ucational achievement, mentored youth 
have better attendance; a better chance of 
going on to higher education; and better 
attitudes towards school. 

In terms of health and safety, men- 
toring appears to help prevent substance 
abuse and reduce some negative youth be- 
haviors. On the social and emotional de- 
velopment front, taking part in mentoring 
promotes positive social attitudes and rela- 
tionships." 

If mentoring can provide such positive 
outcomes to young people, why are half 
the children in need of mentors current- 
ly going without? With millions of avail- 
able mentors, it seems outrageous such a 
gap should continue to exist - but it does. 
How do we address this? It takes com- 
munity effort to ensure that young peo- 
ple have quality role models and mentors. 
Some incredible initiatives are already tak- 
ing place. 

Take the recently launched "Be 1 of 
the 100,000" project in Kansas City, Mo. 
The project's founders and supporters be- 
lieve each of the 20,000 scholars in the 
Kansas City, Mo. school district deserve to 
be supported by at least 5 caring relation- 




ships. The web of relationships totals to be 
100,000 family members, teachers, men- 
tors and tutors. The fascinating aspect of 
this concept is the project realizes that it 
does not take only one caring mentoring 
relationship - the more relationships and 
role models provided to each student, the 
more they can achieve. The project part- 
ners with agencies in the area already well- 
known for fostering successful mentoring 
relationships including Big Brothers Big 
Sisters and YouthFriends. 

According to Micheal Lawrence, ex- 
ecutive director of Big Brothers Big Sisters 
of Greater Kansas City, the work of BBBS 
and its partners in the area has found that, 
of the youth currently paired with mentors, 
94 percent believe that their mentors have 
positive effects on their lives, 81 percent

say that their self-esteem has improved, 71 
percent say they have improved their aca- 
demic performance, and 97 percent report 
no alcohol or drug abuse. 

The opportunity for mentoring ex- 
ists in Manhattan because young people 
need mentors in every community. As col- 
lege students, we have the ability to make 
a tremendous impact on the lives of young 
people in our community. I urge each of 
you to consider beginning a mentoring re- 
lationship because the benefits to the stu- 
dent, yourself and to society are invaluable.

College education might not equal debt of loans

Recent economic news has re- 
volved around the housing col- 
lapse. Before that, the dot-com 
bubble burst. The next bubble to 
burst? We can only guess. But con- 
sider this: The first losers in the 
housing bubble were lower-to-mid- 
dle class homeowners the govern- 
ment was trying to house. Hous- 
ing prices suddenly fell and they 
were left holding onto a house 
worth less than they owed on it. 
The situation led to defaults, which 
wrecked the lenders and made 
banks collapse like goliaths pum- 
meled with stones. 

Allow me to draw a paral- 
lel. Students are encouraged by the 
government to get a college educa- 
tion; however, most of these kids 
do not have enough money to pay 



for college tuition without assis- 
tance. Naturally, this means stu- 
dent loans and debt upon graduat- 
ing college. 

We're told it's worth it, that a 
degree translates into one million 
dollars more income earned in a 
lifetime. However, this ignores the 
extra debt accumulated and the op- 
portunity cost of income forgone 
during college. 

Because of well-intentioned 
government efforts to make col- 
lege affordable by expanding Pell 
Grants and college loans, the de- 
mand for a university education is 
at historic levels, having doubled 
since 1970. This increased demand 
has led to rising tuition and spiral- 
ing student debt. In the wake of the 
sub-prime mortgage disaster, it was 
shown that real estate values grew 
at a rate surpassing inflation. At the 
same time, college tuition has in- 
creased significantly. According to 
the College Board's "Trends in Col- 
lege Pricing" 2008 edition, tuition 
has increased over the past decade 
on average 4.2 percent above infla- 
tion at public universities. 

A bachelor's degree provides 
less worth than previously, though. 
Declining education standards in 
America have been reported for de- 
cades, and the larger undergrad- 



uate populations have led to less- 
qualified degree-holders and more 
of them. While in the past, having 
a degree from a four-year college 
was sufficient to ensure a job, now 
businesses look in more detail for 
community service work, leader- 
ship positions, and internship expe- 
rience. How many times have you 
heard, "I learned so much more 
doing that than I ever have in the 
classroom?" Difficulty in finding 
jobs after graduation puts a crunch 
on students who have outstanding 
loans to pay off. 

Not all elements of the in- 
crease in cost are benign, howev- 
er. Richard Sander, a law profes- 
sor at UCLA, said "There are a lot 
of aspects of selling education that 
are tinged with consumer fraud," in 
a Feb. 2 Forbes Magazine column. 
Much like the predatory lending 
practices decried in the wake of 
the sub-prime meltdown, colleg- 
es and professional schools are en- 
ticing students who can't afford 
the cost to take out large loans. 
Then, the students are left without 
a law practice and an average of 
$100,000 of debt. 

In 1972, Sallie Mae was set up 
by the federal government to pro- 
vide affordable student loans for 
college students. It clearly fulfilled 



that job, but has run into sever- 
al controversies in recent years. 60 
Minutes reported on Sallie Mae's 
business practices in 2006, New 
York Attorney General Andrew 
Cuomo investigated Sallie Mae in 
early 2007, and CEO Thomas Fitz- 
patrick was forced to resign in May 
of 2007, according to a Washington 
Post article dated May 23 of that 
year. He left with a golden para- 
chute valued in the millions of dol- 
lars. Last year, Sallie Mae reported 
$159 million of losses from student 
loans in just one quarter. It has also 
been charged in court with artifi- 
cially ballooning student-loan debts 
by a former employee. 

If this sounds similar to the 
troubles we have heard about Fan- 
nie Mae and Freddie Mack, don't 
be surprised if results start match- 
ing. With the convergence of sever- 
al factors, including increasing tu- 
ition rates, decreasing degree val- 
ue and predatory lending practices, 
the student loan market may well 
be on its way to collapse.

Engineering professor recognized by U.S. president

A K-State professor 
was recently honored in 
an award ceremony at the 
White House. 

Krista Walton, assistant 
professor of chemical engi- 
neering, received the Presi- 
dential Early Career Award 
for Scientists and Engineers 
for her exceptional career 
leadership potential in her 
independent research, a 
high honor available for sci- 
entists and engineers in De- 
cember. 

Receiving the award 
was "such a great honor," 
Walton said. "I was really 
humbled by the whole ex- 
perience." 

The PECASE award is 
designed to reflect the na- 
tion's high priority of main- 
taining a scientific leader-

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ship position by aiding ex- 
cellent scientists and engi- 
neers in developing their re- 
search. 

The award is given an- 
nually by various U.S. gov- 
ernment agencies and is 
presented by the president. 
Along with national recog- 
nition, recipients receive 
$200,000 each year for up 
to five years to develop their 
research projects. 

"I feel really excited 
about what the grant will 
allow me to do in my re- 
search," Walton said. "It's 
really going to expand my 
program." 

Mary Rezac, chemi- 
cal engineering department 
head, was involved with re- 
cruiting and hiring Wal- 
ton in 2006. After winning 
the Army Research Office 
Young Investigator award, 
Walton became eligible for 



the PECASE award. 

Rezac worked with 
Walton in preparing materi- 
al for the award and wrote 
a letter of support as well. 
The 2007 award was pre- 
sented to Walton by the 
Department of Defense in 
2008 and will take effect 
this year. 

"The department and 
the university feel excep- 
tionally pleased that Kris- 
ta is on our faculty," Rezac 
said. "Krista has a capacity 
to evaluate a technical land- 
scape and see what the re- 
ally important questions are 
that need to be addressed." 

Rezac explained that 
the award is highly compet- 
itive and said she believes 
Walton is quite deserving of 
the honor. 

"While I think [Krista] 
is technically brilliant, she 
is modest," Rezac said. "Her 



level of modesty is quite 
high," 

Kevin Lease, associate 
professor of mechanical en- 
gineering, acts as Walton's 
mentor. He also praised 
Walton's success. 

"I think it's fantastic," 
Lease said. "In all aspects of 
being a professor, she's go- 
ing to be a super star. She's 
obviously interested, excit- 
ed and committed to [be- 
ing] a professor." 

Both Lease and Rezac 
explained that Walton's 
success will benefit K-State 
and the engineering depart- 
ment by allowing her to per- 
form more "high risk, high 
return" research projects. 

"It will give her the op- 
portunity to explore some 
new research questions," 
Rezac said. 

Walton gave much 
credit to others who have 



helped her succeed. When 
given the opportunity to 
bring two guests to the 
White House ceremony, 
Walton chose her long-time 
supporters: her parents. 

"I was really happy 
that I could share that with 
them," Walton said. "They 
have supported me all my 
life, and it was great to have 
them there." 

Walton said her "once 
in a lifetime experience" 
would not have been possi- 
ble without the people who 
have worked alongside her. 

"Part of the humbling 
experience is that it is an 
individual award," Walton 
said, "but I'm very aware of 
how my mentors and col- 
leagues along the way have 
helped me."

The women's tennis team 
ended the weekend with a 
win after suffering its first loss 
of the season. The Cats (2-1) 
played their first road match- 
es in Boise, Idaho, against the 
Boise State Broncos and the 
Colorado State Rams. 

With a 7-0 loss to the 
Broncos, the Wildcats have 
now lost six consecutive 
road openers, with their last 
road opening victory com- 
ing against the Wichita State 
Shockers on Feb. 8, 2003. 

The Broncos dominat- 
ed, winning all three doubles 
matches. The Broncos also 
won every singles match, with 
all but one being in straight 
sets. The only Wildcat to push 
a Bronco to a third set was 
freshman Antea Huljev, who 
lost 6-0, 6-7, 12-10. 

After the loss, the Wild- 
cat team regrouped for its 
Sunday matchup against Col- 
orado State, winning 5-2 over 
the Rams. The Wildcat's num- 
ber one doubles team of Kat- 
erina Kudlackova and Huljev 
suffered its second consecu- 
tive loss with an 8-6 defeat by 
the Rams Tori Arneson and 
Lauren Strasburger. Howev- 
er, the number two and three 
doubles teams won to earn 
the doubles point. 

In singles play, the Wild- 
cats won four out of six 
matches to secure a 5-2 vic- 
tory. Of the four wins, three 
were in straight sets. Com- 
ing up victorious in singles 
play were Huljev, Petra Chu- 
da, Kudlackova, and Natasha 
Vieira. 

The K-State tennis team 
will play next on Feb. 21-22 
in Wichita.

K-State adds to streak with third road win

For the third straight Saturday, the In- 
state men's basketball team played a Big 12 
Conference game on the road. And for the 
third straight Saturday, the Wildcats were 
victorious. 

This Saturday, the Wildcats were in 
College Station, Texas, to play the Texas 
A&M Aggies. K-State (16-7, 5-4 Big 12 Con- 
ference) defeated the Aggies (17-7, 3-6 Big 
12) 65-60. 

"We missed some shots at the begin- 
ning, but our guys stayed the course, kept 
at it and got us a win," head coach Frank 
Martin said. "We are playing with a lot more 
confidence than we were at the beginning 
of the season." 

The game started out at a very fast pace, 
with both teams trading baskets. A 3-point- 



er by Jacob Pullen, with 4:44 left in the first 
half broke a 16-16 tie. The Wildcats would 
end the first half on a 7-5 run and take a 23- 
21 lead into the break. 

K-State led at half for the fourth straight 
game and is 15-1 this season when the team 
had a halftime lead. 

After halftime, both teams came out 
strong offensively - the score was tied six 
times and the lead changed 12 different 
times. 

K-State led the Aggies 56-50 with 4:37, 
but Texas A&M went on a 7-2 run to cut 
the Wildcat lead to one. But back-to-back 
3 -pointers by Pullen and Fred Brown ex- 
tended K-State's lead to 64-57 with less 
than one minute to play in the game. 

Texas A&M answered with a 3-pointer 
of their own by junior guard Donald Sloan. 
On the following K-State possession, Pullen 
was fouled and made one of the two free 



throws to seal the victory for the Wildcats. 

"We practice hard before we go out 
to an away game," Pullen said. "We real- 
ly work on our intensity and practice, go- 
ing hard the whole time. We know that we 
have guys that will be there to score when 
other guys are struggling." 

Pullen led the Wildcats with 16 points. 
Denis Clemente scored all 14 of his points 
in the second half. K-State is now 10-0 this 
season when both Pullen and Clemente 
score in double-digits. 

Darren Kent also scored in double- 
digits with 13 points and grabbed nine re- 
bounds. 

Guards Josh Carter and Donald Sloan 
had 14 and 12 points, respectively, to lead 
the Aggies. 

Next up for the Wildcats are the Texas 
Tech Red Raiders at 8 p.m. on Wednesday 
in Bramlage Coliseum. 



Groves shines 
at Husker 
Invitational

Loren Groves has had a storied ca- 
reer at K-State. 

The senior thrower, who was named 
an Ail-American last season, has rewrit- 
ten the record books for the women's 
weight throw as a Wildcat. The native 
of Scott City, Mo., again made her pres- 
ence felt at the Husker Invitational, win- 
ning the weight throw with an NCAA 
automatic qualifying toss of 70-0 1/4 - 
a mark that currently tops the nation. 
The throw earned Groves' her second 
automatic qualifying mark in as many 
weeks. 

Groves was one of three Wildcats to 
capture event titles at the weekend meet. 
Liliani Mendez had a solid showing in 
the women's 3,000 meter, winning the 
event with a time of 9 minutes, 37.28 sec- 
onds - her best time this season. 

In addition to the three top finish- 
ers, the Wildcats had six second-place 
and three third-place finishes. Bever- 
ly Ramos earned a third-place finish be- 
hind Mendez in the 3,000 with her best 
ever time of 9:40.47. Jason Collett also 
ran his best time in the men's 800, fin- 
ishing second with a time of 1:52.10. 

Although no men were able to bring 
home titles in individual events, the 
men's distance medley relay team - com- 
prised of Ed Buck, Jacob Davies, Dan- 
ny Schneider and Gus Vazquez-Milan - 
earned a first-place finish with a time of 
10:10.17. 

The Wildcats will be back in action 
when they travel to Ames, Iowa, for the 
Iowa State Classic Feb. 13-14. They have 
just two meets remaining before the Big 
12 Championships in College Station, 
Texas. 



Baylor's second half run gives Bears victory over Cats

Second place in the Big 12 was on the line 
Saturday afternoon in Waco, Texas. Following 
a close first half, the Baylor Lady Bears used a 
20-5 run in the second half to push past the No. 
18 ranked Wildcats and hand the Wildcats a 59- 
50 loss. 

Despite losing two consecutive games on 
their home court for the first time under head 
coach Kim Mulkey, the Bears (19-3, 7-2 Big 12 
Conference) got back on track and now hold 
sole possession of second place in the Big 12. 

"Its always important to win at home and 
steal some on the road," Mulkey said follow- 
ing the game. "We didn't take care of our home 
court last week." 

The Wildcats (19-3, 6-3 Big 12) were trail- 
ing 45-43 with 8:59 remaining in the game. 
Yet they could not get ctyffiEftEltyDiWRftPBay- 
lor went on a 13-0 run following a 3-pointer by 
junior Ashley Sweat to get the Wildcats within 
two points of the Bears. 

With the loss, the Wildcats drop to 2-3 on 
the road in Big 12 games. 

The Wildcats jumped out to a quick start in 
the game with junior Kari Kincaid hitting two 
consecutive 3-pointers to put the Wildcats up 
8-2. 

Kincaid anchored the Wildcats to begin the 
game, scoring the Wildcats' first eight points in 
the game. She finished the game with 11 points, 
shooting 3-5 from behind the 3-point line. The 
Wildcats shot 35 percent as a team from 3-point 
range. 

The Wildcats finished the first half shooting 
36 percent from the field and trailing the Bears 
26-25. 

However, second half defense adjustments 
by the Lady Bears proved to be the deciding fac- 
tor in the game. The Lady Bears prevented point 
guard Shalee Lehning from distributing the ball 
as effectively as she did in the first half. 

Sweat led the Wildcats in scoring with 
a game-high 17 points. Jessica Morrow of the 
Lady Bears also added 17 points. 

With the loss, the Wildcats drop to 6-3 in 
Big 12 play and will return home to face the 
Oklahoma State Cowgirls Sunday afternoon. Ti- 
poff for the game is set for 1 p.m. and will be 
broadcast regionally by Fox Sports Kansas City.

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Graduate student uses unicycle to ride to class, perform tricks

K- State students trudge en masse from 
class to class. Suddenly something - some- 
one - appears in the distance. He is on a 
unicycle, and he is juggling. "Who is this 
guy?" they wonder in surprise. 

The man is Lance Williamson, gradu- 
ate student in chemical engineering. 

Joshua Cook, graduate student in me- 
chanical and nuclear engineering and Wil- 
liamson's friend, said Williamson is ex- 
tremely passionate about unicycling, and 
the passion carries into other parts of life. 

"A lot of times when he'll be talking 
about his coursework, he'll get on a topic, 
and you can just tell that he's really excit- 
ed about it," Cook said. "He goes on for a 
while about the details and all the things 
he finds really fascinating about it." 

Williamson said unicycling piqued his 
interest at a K- State Juggling Club event 
four years ago. 

"At first it was a little bit odd, but now 
I consider it really commonplace, much 
more than other people around me," Wil- 
liamson said. "When I get on a unicycle, 
it's more like getting on a bike and just rid- 
ing somewhere, but then people take no- 
tice." 

Williamson said he is often surprised 
by people's different reactions to his hob- 
by. 

"Some people will intentionally ig- 
nore you," Williamson said. "Some people 
will try to put attention either on them, or 
on you. I'd say a lot of kids really enjoy 
seeing a unicycle. There's a variety of dif- 
ferent perspectives." 

Williamson said it took him a month 
to get a solid handle on basic riding. Soon 
after mastering it, he began adding tricks 
to his repertoire. 

Ryan Krehbiel, junior in mechanical 
engineering and member of the club, said 
his favorite of Williamson's tricks is when 
he uses his unicycle to hop up steps. 

"Most people don't realize how diffi- 
cult it is," Krehbiel said. "They think rid- 
ing a unicycle is hard, but he does it casu- 
ally. Hopping up steps is what's harder for 
him." 

Cook's favorite trick is when William- 
son juggles torches at night while riding 
his giraffe-style unicycle, which has a seat 
five feet in the air. 

"That would probably be the best 




[trick] I've seen," Cook said. "Juggling 
flaming objects - I find that entertaining." 

Williamson has also played Frisbee 
and basketball on his unicycle, rode back- 
ward, pedaled in place and more. 

The summer after he learned to uni- 
cycle, Williamson traveled to Pennsylva- 
nia State University and joined its juggling 
club. 

"We did a half-dozen mountain uni- 
cycle trips, taking the trails," Williamson 
said. "The leader actually had 15 or 20 
unicycles. That was a crowded jeep, but 
that was probably one of the most memo- 
rable experiences." 

No matter what experience he en- 
counters, Williamson will keep riding his 
unicycle. 

"The novelty of it makes me want to 
keep going," Williamson said. "Also, to 
try to get better, and then just as a mode 
of transportation. I think it makes go- 
ing somewhere more interesting than just 
walking." 

To watch Williamson juggle while rid- 
ing his unicycle, visit the K-State Juggling 
Club from 6-8 p.m. on Thursdays in the In- 
state Student Union.

Economy issues affecting New York Fashion Week

Since early December, fashion design- 
ers have been releasing their Pre-Fall 2009 
collections in the fashion capitols of the 
world, including New York; Paris; Milan 
and Florence, Italy. These collections pro- 
vide an indication of what might be ahead 
for New York Fashion Week, running from 
Friday through Feb. 20. 

Students in the Apparel and Textiles 
Principles of Forecasting class were sur- 
veyed to find out what style themes and 
trends from the Pre-Fall lines they predict 
will be mirrored in the Fall 2009 Ready-to- 
Wear collections. Themes and trends men- 
tioned included the use of layering, neutral 
color palettes, contrasting masculine and 
feminine stylistic elements, bold accesso- 



ries and the combination of both fitted and 
loose silhouettes. 

"The Pre-Fall collections were a little 
more daring, and used a mixture of heavy 
and soft fabrics like satin and velvet, and 
wool coats with knitted stockings," Julie 
Hilton, junior in apparel and textiles, said. 
"Big accessories and accents such as hand- 
bags and bows were mixed with small de- 
tails like ruffles and petite belts." 

Although each season displays stylistic 
collectivity among the various designer col- 
lections, each designer maintains a unique 
point of view in the way they approach 
those overall fashion trends and themes. A 
number of the surveyed students said they 
were most interested to see the collections 
of Marc Jacobs, Ralph Lauren and Diane 
von Furstenberg. 

Kate Nickols, senior in apparel and 



textiles, mentioned two other well-known 
American designers. 

"I can't wait to see what Betsey John- 
son comes out with for Fall 2009. She's 
my favorite designer because she is always 
coming up with new, outrageous designs," 
she said. "I'm also excited to see the Mi- 
chael Kors fall collection. I loved the prints 
and color-blocking in his Pre-Fall designs." 

However, Betsey Johnson, along with 
several other designers, will not be show- 
ing in the Bryant Park tents this year due 
to the economic crisis at hand. Although 
Marc Jacobs will be showing his collection 
in the usual location, the 69th Regiment 
Armory in New York, he has made signifi- 
cant cuts to his guest list and canceled his 
fashion show after-party in order to de- 
crease costs. 

The issue of the economy may also 



have an effect on Fall 2009 fashion itself. 
Bellyn Whitteker, graduate student in ap- 
parel and textiles, believes the economy is 
one of the key macro-trends affecting fash- 
ion. 

"As of Feb. 5, unemployment reached 
a high of 26 percent, something we haven't 
seen since 1982. I think this will trans- 
late in fashion, and we will see more sta- 
ple pieces in the fall collections," she said. 
"Think of the influence of the Little Black 
Dress - it was introduced in 1926 and ad- 
opted throughout the Depression. I think 
we will see a reflection of that 'back to ba- 
sics' fashion sense throughout 2009 and 
into 2010." 

With New York Fashion Week begin- 
ning on Friday, fashion aficionados won't 
have to wait long to see what the coming 
fall will bring in terms of styles and trends.

ing the violin. 

A recipient of violins from the 
Stradivari Society, Tao is currently 
playing an 1899 Giulio de Gani vio- 
lin. It was loaned to him from the Jul- 
liard Rare Instrument Collection. 

Born in Urbana, 111., Tao first 
started playing children's songs on 
the piano when he was 18 months 
old. He performed his first formal re- 
cital at 4. Since then, Tao has been 
inseparable from the stage and his 
music. 

"Music for me is really a way to 
express myself - a way I can connect 
with emotions I would not experi- 
ence first hand," Tao said. "It is also a 
way to communicate, reach my gen- 
eration and make a difference."
